JUDGE KUHLMANN: I am assuming there is no
objection to any of these?

SHOOK: Your Honor, with respect to
Exhibit 10, we do have a concern.

SHOOK: The population figures that are
noted differ from the population figures that appear in
the joint engineering study recognized there. They
appear to be based on two different census studies, and
they also appear to cover different areas, but that is
a problem that we have in terms of --

DUNNE: Exhibit 10, Your Honor, was to
show that CFEF’s proposal covers more Hispanics and
other minorities than the other applicants, and I
suggest for comparison purposes it does that.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: But you used different
census data? I mean, I don’t -- did you compare
everyone using the same data? I have not looked at it.

MR. DUNNE: VYes, sir, and all applicants were
compared using the same data, 1990 census data.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: I guess I do not have any
trouble with that, for that point.

MR. SHOOK: Your Honor, I guess the next,
maybe this is not the time to concern ourselves with
this, but we were wondering what was the purpose for
this submission, as opposed to, we understand the joint
engineering study that was supposed to follow it.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: Yeah, I do not think it --
well, if you think it is not relevant, I probably agree
with you.

MR. SHOOK: Well, we think it may arguably be
relevant under the fourth criteria that we generally

use to evaluate 307(b) matters --

JUDGE KUHLMANN: No, but everyone agreed that
you were going to do a joint 307(b) exhibit.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: Well, you can provide your
own analysis in the findings, if you want, but an
exhibit means that you are submitting additional
evidence beyond the joint exhibit.

MR. OYSTER: Yes. Your Honor, we do believe
that it is relevant.

analysis, I do not know, but you cannot submit
additional evidence if you are part of the joint
exhibit on the 307(b) issue.

I mean, I asked everyone. I said, if you go
back and look at the transcript of the original
prehearing, I said that if you decided to go along that
you had to go along completely.

MR. OYSTER: Your Honor, I did not understand
your ruling.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: Yes. No.

MR. OYSTER: I understood that it applied to
the engineering factors.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: Well, if there were other
factors, they too should have been put into the joint
exhibit.

MR. OYSTER: Well, I did not understand that,
Your Honor.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: Otherwise it is not a joint
exhibit, it seems to me, on that issue.

MR. OYSTER: Well, it is joint with respect
to the engineering analysis. That is what I understood
it to be.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: Did anyone else have another
understanding other than I have stated?

MR. SHOOK: Your Honor, we had thought that,

I was going to make
an additional statement.

MR. SHOOK: =-- who this is meant for.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: What is the purpose of this
exhibit, Channel 6 Site?

MR. OYSTER: Your Honor, this exhibit is to
demonstrate that the technical proposal upon which
Central relies is unsuitable for the purpose indicated.
In other words, they are proposing to put an additional
antenna on the Channel 6 tower, without diplexing, and
Channel 6 has stated that it will not permit this.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: Then why did you not
petition to enlarge?

MR. OYSTER: That is a good question.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: It is an excellent question.

JUDGE KUHLMANN: Well then, you are going to
have to, because I am not going to take this exhibit.
I mean, this is not the proper way to raise an issue in
a proceeding.
